school principal, will have charge 
of the high school registration and 
Wishes to meet his groups as follows: 
Thursday morning at 9 o’clock, only 
Seniors will report to the high school 
building; Thursday afternoon at 1 
o’clock, all Juniors will report to the 
high school building; Friday morn­ 
ing September 6, at 9 o’clock, all 
Sophomores will report to the high 
•chool building; Friday afternoon at 
1 o’clock, all Freshmen will report 
to the high school building. 
The registration at the elementary 
achool will be in charge of Mr. H. 
A. Johnston, the new elementary 
M»8chool principal. He wishes to meet 
classes or grades from one to 
seven inclusive, Thursday morning, 
September 5, at 9 o’clock. The ele­ 
mentary school pupils wiil not be 
required to report on Friday. Class­ 
es for all grades in both buildings 
will begin Monday, September 9th. 
The school buses will make double 
runs on Thursday and Friday, Sep­ 
tember 5th and 6th, in order to 
bring in the classes at their time of 
registration.
